HOW THE TARIFF WORKS. 

We showed in a recent issue how the farmers, 
and, indeed, all classes of the community, those 
alone excepted for whose benefit all the others 
are taxed, might decrease their annual expenses 
for many of the necessaries of life by about 50 
per cent, and still not diminish their consump- 
tion of them, We pointed out that the farmers 
should now dothis as a matter of necessity, since 
they cannot expect to obtain as large an income 
this year as last, on account of the shortness of 
the oat arid corn crops and the low price of 
wheat. They can obtain the articles which con- 
stitute the bulk of their consumption for one- 
third less what they pay for them now by abol- 
ishing our protective tariff. But this is only 
one reason why that tariff should be abolished, 
or at least very much modified. Nor are the 
farmers the only portion of the community that 
is disadvantageously affected by its continuance. 
Our whole commercial progress suffers from it. 
The commercial statistics of the decade 1860-70, 
compared with that of 1850-60, shows this. They 
show, too, that the commercial tonnage of the 
country has declined. Ship-building in this 
country has almost ceased. Our rate of increase 
in external trade was 81 per cent in the decade 
1850-60. It was only 19 per cent in the decade 
1860-70. But, what is more important than all, 
the real remuneration of American labor has 
fallen during the nine years beginning 
with 1859 fully 20 per cent. To be 
satisfied of all this, it is sufficient to 
read Mr. Wells’ reports to Congress and his 
Cobden Club essay. Regarding the fall in the 
remuneration of American labor Mr. Wells says, 
in his report for 1868, that while the average 
increase of all the elements which constitute 
the food, clothing, and shelter of a family has 
been about 78 per cent, as compared with the 
standard prices of 1860-61, the increase in the 
same time in wages was only in the proportion 
for unskilled labor of 50 per cent, and for skilled 
mechanical labor of 60 per cent. It is not un-

Irritated byan unjustifiable interference 
with their social relations, they have in several 
instances passed the bounds of moderation, aad 
used a bullet where the ballot was the only al- 
lowable resource. The South is a most un- 
happy country. Men elaiming to be states- 
men must make allowance for the ingrained 
prejudices of a lifetime, prejudices interwoven 
into the whole social and political life of the 
section before the War. They may be foolish, 
but they cannot be annihilated by an act of Con- 
gress. Persecution will but make them stronger. 
Let Congress wave the South alone. Too many 
sectional laws disgrace our statute-books now.

Butas the crop has been more prolific the 
quantity mass to make up for lower prices, There 
is, bowey , one ting fact developing very fast, 
viz. ; . are likely to get a very remunerative 
pric ce for Indian corn. France and En- 
giand, although the former has made a heavy wheat 
crop and the latter a good verge one, are both actu- 
ally suffering for horse and cattle feed. 

France has 2,200,000 horses to feed, and England 
about 2,000,000, besides the immense quantities of 
food needed for stali-fed cattle and hogs. It is there- 
fore concéded that both countries will have to be very 
large buyers in foreign markets of horse and cattle 
feed, 

Unfortunately we have little or no baricy or cats to 
export. Indeed, our expert of each ef these grains is 
less than 1,500,000 bu per annum, But we are 
the greatest exporters of corn and corn-meal 
in the world, and if we can swell the thirty odd mill- 
ion bu of corn exported durin uring the years 1873 and 
1574 respectively to 60, * 600 (and all of this quantity 
will be wanted an advanced price, we will 
eertainly have much 1 Ban to rejoice. There is likely 
to be at least ne falling off im (he aggregaic amount of 
money from fo countries for grain, corn in- 
0 f the returns of last year’s enormous ex- 
ports. It is notable that the demand for corn is very 
active in our market, and corn fetches already 900 per 
bu, with an upwerd deney.

One notable fact ia, that for the first time for many 
years we are entirely free from the periodical cry of 
scarce money to move the crops.

The wholesale trade for the West in articles compris 
ing dry goods, clothing, and groceries, has been com- 
parative ly active.

NEW SIGNAL LAMP. 

The Chicago & Alten Railroad haa placed on 
the rear ends of all theis trains a new automatic 
distance-indicating signal lamp, which bas been 
invented by Mr. J. C. McMullin, the Superin- 
tendent. of the road, and which in every respect 
is far superior to any signal lamp now ip use, 
as by this signal rear collisions will become im- 
possible. By the ordinary red signal and Hull’s- 
eye lamp used at the present time on most of 
the roads on the rear ends of trains it is impos- 
rere 
distance from the point of observation. Hut by 
this new light an engineer, when within « mile 
of the rear of a preceding train, is enabled to 
tell within a few. feet of bis pxact 
distance from it, and it relieves the engineer of 
the following tram of all doubt as to whether he 
is running at a safe distance from the preceding

This new signal is composed of two lamps, 
conuected with a galvapized-iron tube sbont 3 
feet long and 8 inches in diameter. One of the 
lampe has a red bull’s-eye lens, and the other 
lamp a white one.
